Gentlemen: 


We residents of Chestnut Hill Road earnestly request that speed limit 
Signs be posted on this road. 


The corner of Main Street and Chestnut Hill Road is one of the most 
dangerous in town, and vehicles come at an excessive rate of speed 
around this banked corner most of the time. Especially at morning 
and evening rush hours a very dangerous situation is present when 
anyone tries to cross Chestnut Hill Road on foot at this time, to 
back a car out of a garage, or enter from a driveway. 


The amount of traffic using this road is presently very heavy, and 
increasing all the time. It is suggested that a 20 MPH sign be posted 
leading into this corner. Going up the road, we suggest a speed limit 
of 30 MPH be posted. The road is as narrow and high-crown as Northboro 
road, which is posted for 30 MPH - the latter has no houses on that 
stretch, while the Johnson family lives halfway up Chestnut Hill Road, 
with young children present. 


There is one posted sign on Chestnut Hill Road - at the far western end 
for 20 MPH. It really seems ridiculous that the eastern end of the 
road - a far more dangerous corner - has no posted sign. 


Our town police state that traffic violations are hard to enforce 
without posted limits, as drivers do not know how fast the law permits 
them to go on this road. Speed limit signs would enable the police to 
help keep the traffic at a far safer speed. 


One more suggestion is to have Highway Superintendent John Boland get 
together with a State Traffic Engineer and figure out a way to require 
traffic to take a slower speed entering Chestnut Hill Road - or to 
eliminate it from use at certain hours. 


We residents hope signs may be posted soon - before a serious accident 
occurs on Chestnut Hill Road.
